EGGS TO BE HATCHED 


BOOTHBAY, Me., June 15.—A re­ 
cent week saw a record at the Booth- 
bay lobster hatchery for the removal 
of eggs. 
These, on being 
stripped 
from the shell-fish are stored in jars, 
each jar holding 651,000. The hatch­ 
ery now has 27 0 such jars full, or 
17 4.000.000 eggs. 
The eggs will soon 
hatch and later be liberated up and 
down the coast.
